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Hi Grattan, 

The legal representatives for Smithy Fen hope to secure a judicial review - so there is a chance there will be no 
eviction (we are praying). The Monitoring is being carried out by representatives of the Ormiston Trust (do not 
publicise this), they I presume will cover costs. 

Twin Oaks (Herts)- 1 gather the Community Law Partnership say that if there is no more legal mileage to be had 
then their clients would be advised to leave. The family will need to carefully consider their options. 

Woodside - 1 do not know what the score is regarding an eviction. 

You have made an open invitation on the internet to monitor at the Herts eviction - this is not in the spirit of the 
eviction monitoring proposal - which says only small teams of experienced people approx 3 should 
monitor/mediate - they must not engage in organising resistance to an eviction. I have a great deal of respect for 
Patrick Egan and I am sure he would agree this is the best course of action. 

There has been a crisis for some time and we are in a difficult and sensitive period - what with the media attacks, 
the passage of the Housing Bill and now some possible high profile evictions - for the good of all - discipline and 
carefull coordination worked out in agreement should be the order of the day. 

However, the administration of the monitoring proposal is being carried out outside of the Coalition by FFT and 
ITM until proper funding can be secured.
